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w An Act to explain and amend the Laws now in force relatino* 
to the Militia of this Kingdom,” as relates to the providing Relief 
for the Families of Militia Men, fhall, from and after 
be and the fame are hereby repealed. 

And be it further Ena&ed, That whenever the Militia of any % 
County, Town, City, or Place, in Ireland ', fhall be embodied and 
called out into actual Service, and any Man ferving or enrolled 
therein as a Serjeant, Corporal, or Drummer, or as a ballotted 
Man or Subftitute, hired Man, or Volunteer, reflectively, fhall 
have left a Family lefs able in confequence of his Abfence to flip- 
port themfelves, and the Colonel, or Lieutenant Colonel, Com- 
mandant, or other commanding Officer, fhall certify in Writing 
in Manner and Form following, the Day when fuch Militia Man 
marched out of the County or Place for which he ferves, and 
that the faid Militia Man hath declared to fuch commanding Of- 
ficer the Names and Number of his Family, and the Place where 
they refide, then and in fuch Cafe, every fuch Militia Man’s Fa- 
mily fhall be entitled to and fhall receive during his Abfence on. 
actual Service, the Weekly Allowance following ; that is to fay, 
after the Rate of for every Child born in Wedlock, 

arid under the Age of Years, and of for the 

Wife of fuch Man, whether he fhall or fhall not have any Child 
or Children, provided fhe does not follow the Regiment; and 
the Form of the aforefaid Certificate fhall be as follows : 

44 I, Colonel [or Lieutenant Colonel, Commandant, 

44 or Commanding Officer, as the Cafe may be] of the 
44 Militia, do hereby certify, That A. B. in 3 

44 the faid Militia was called out into actual Service, and 
44 did, on the Day of march from

44 [Town, City, or Place, as the Cafe may be] and that 
44 he hath declared to me that his Family refides at 
44 and confifts of and that by his

44 deferted from the faid Militia.” 

And be it further Enacied, That a Regifter of all fuch Certifi- 
cates from Time to Time to be granted, fhall be kept by the Ad- 
jutant of every Regiment or Battalion of Militia in Ireland ■ 

And be it further Ena6ted, That it fhall and may be lawful for

And be it further Enabled, That the Adjutant of every Re- 
giment, Battalion, or Corps of the laid Militia, fhail, within 
Days after the Day of every Month, during the 

Time the Militia to which he fhail belong, fhail remain embo- 
died, or in abtual Service, return to the refpebtive Collectors and 6 
Treafurers of the Barony, Half Barony, Town, City, or Place, 
'refjiebtively, a particular Lift of all Promotions and Vacancies, 
and all Deaths, Defertions, and other Casualties, that may have 
occurred among fuch of the Militia Men of the faid Regiment as 
fhail have their Families refident in any fuch Barony, Half Barony, 
City, Town, or Place, refpebtively, and who fhail have feverally 
■declared the fame to the Colonel, Lieutenant Colonel, Com- 
mandant, or other Commanding Officer of the Regiment, in Manner 
hereinbefore mentioned, and fhail have received die Certificate of 
Inch Commanding Officer for the Purpofe of obtaining the Relief 
given by this Abt. 

And be it further Enabled, That every fuch Collebtor fhail 
tranfmit to the Clerk of the Peace of the County, Town, or City 
within which the Barony or Half Barony for which he is Collebtor 
fhail be fituate, and the Treafurer of any Town or City fhail tranf- 
mit to the Clerk of the Peace there, previous to each Quarter 
Seffions, an Abftrabt of all Orders which he fhail have received as 
aforefaid, to be by the faid Clerk of the Peace laid before the Juftices 
at fuch Seffions ; and it fhail be -lawful for the Juftices there to fet 
afide or alter any Order of any Juftices, which, upon due Enquiry 
in open Court, upon Oath, fhail appear to have been fraudulently 
obtained, or not to be warranted by this Abt. 

And be it further Enabled, That every fuch Weekly Allowance J 
to be paid under this Abt by the Collebtor of the Baronial Cefs, or 
Treafurer of the Town or City, refpebtively, in Manner aforefaid, 

1 to the Family of any Man, fhail be repaid Quarterly to the Col- 
lector and Treafurer refpebtively, by the Collector of His Majefty s 
Excife for the Diftribt in which fuch Barony, Town, or City fhail 
be fttuate, out of any public Money in his Hands ; and the Sums 
fo paid by fuch Collebtor of Excife, fhail be allowed to him in his 
Accounts, on fuch Collebtor of Excife producing the Receipts of 
the Collebtor of the Baronial Cefs, or Treafurer of the 1 own or 
City, for the fame, as the Cafe .may be.
